Work has social aspects because in some 
measure each person depends on his fellow 
men. Any major work stoppage in’a com- 
munity shows the inter-dependence among 
the people living there. A little reflection 
about the matter makes it all clear. The man 
at a typewriter is putting down his ideas 
with the help of materials from many others 
unknown to him. The machine with which 
he works, the paper on which he writes, the 
room in which he sits, are all the work of 
other hands.. He may have nothing of his own 
except his ideas—unless they have been 
derived from parents, teachers, associates 
books. In this sense the spirit in which one 
works affects a whole community. 

Since man shares in the nature of God, 
he has a hunger to achieve, to make things 
In this sense there is something of the artist 
in all people. The ability to make anything 
can yield a high degree of satisfaction. The 
skill very often depends on the right atti- 
tude toward whatever work needs to be 
done. Our training is important because 
some tasks do not immediately yield satis- 
faction. Writers know what toil is often 
needed to communicate the thought they 
wish to share with others. Wrong attitudes 
keep some people from even attempting 
what has to be done. Or if they make an ef- 
fort they find it so tiring, so very fatiguing, 
that they quickly give up. 


I: is not hard to determine whether 
one has the right attitude toward work. Are 
assignments done well, joyfully, gladly? Are 
things done by halves, without any rever- 
ence for the work or the tools or the service 
which is given? The conviction that this 
action gives glory to God is an incentive to 
work and to keep on working.

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Pornography & Delinquency—II 


A Corrupting Evil 


JOHN F. FINK 


Tue Senate Subcommittee to Investigate Juvenile De- 
linquency’s recent report on pornographic literature lists the 
activities of more than 20 pornography distributors who oper- 
ate throughout the United States, spreading this corrupting evil 
into every state of the union. The history of a few of these show 
how profitable pornography is and how ineffectual has been the 
attempt to stop it. 

Al Stone has been arrested seven times for possession of 
obscene literature. The largest fine he has ever paid was in 
Darien, Conn., where he paid $250. In two instances he served 
a 30-day jail sentence. When arrested in Detroit, Mich., in 
1953, 551 reels of pornographic movie film with’a retail value 
of over $14,000 were found in his car. There is evidence that 
Stone has contacts at least in the following cities: New York, 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg, Pittsburgh, Akron, Toledo, Detroit, 
Fort Wayne, Indianapolis, St. Louis, Louisville, Charleston, and 
Richmond. 

Simon Simring of Miami, Fla., has been arrested five times. 
When arrested in Orangeburg, S.C:, on April 30, 1955, he had in 
his possession 134 reels of movie film, 1,276 folders of porno- 
graphic photographs with 12 photos per folder, 512 folders with 
20 photos per folder, 663 stereo slides, 1,900 color slides, 391 
pornographic books, 567 latex “gadgets” and assorted other 
material with a total value of approximately $35,000 when sold. 
Also in his possession was a map of the Southeastern states 
with 171 cities marked with a circle, an address book containing 
243 names of customers, and a card index file containing 1,194 
names in 21 states and Washington, D. C. 


Emo FLORENCE, operating from Houston, Tex., was 
known to have customers for pornographic film. and literature 
in 35 states, Canada and Mexico. 

Roy J. Ross, Louis Tager, and Mary Dorothy Tager oper- 
ated a partnership business in Los Angeles. While testifying 
before the subcommittee, Mrs. Tager estimated that they made 
$3,000 per day or over $1 million per year. She also pointed 
out that there were approximately 200 companies in the Los 
Angeles area alone that engaged in mail-order distribution of 
obscene photos. 

To give you some idea of the thinking of pornography deal- 
ers, here is a portion of Mrs. Tager’s testimony. She is being 
questioned by James H. Bobo, general counsel] for the subcom- 
mittee: 

Mr. Bobo: What was the merchandise which you sold, 
Mrs. Tager?, . 

Mrs. Tager: I sold nudes, straight nudes, nothing porno- 
graphic. I don’t consider a picture of a nude woman as porno- 
graphic. I think it definitely depends on the way the woman is

"T BE more we deal with alcoholics, the bored, the psycho 

tics, the tired-of-living people, the more it becomes clear 
that much unhappiness is related to selfishness. The great- 
er the effort we make to please ourselves, the more we are 
displeased in our heart of hearts. We who are blessed with 
the faith know that we are under commandment to “show 
forth the death of the Lord until He comes.” This is done 
by many tiny acts of self-denial and mortification, by which

Just try this recipe for peace of soul for one month and 
see how happy you will be. Do three tiny acts of self-denial 
each day: one spiritual, such as going to Mass and uniting 
your sacrifice with the Cross; one corporal, such as visiting 
the sick or doing a favor to one who has been unkind to you; one 
material, such as giving up a dessert or a bus-ride and putting 
the equivalent into our sacrifice box (which we will send you) 
which at the end of the month you forward to the Holy Father 
through his Society for the Propagation of the Faith. But each 
of these acts of ego-crushing must be accompanied by an act of 
love, such as saying: “I do this, O Lord, to prove that I love 
Thee.”

Pope Advises 
Businessmen 


U nove government interference 
with private enterprise, excessive taxation 
of business profits, and unfair business 
competition were scored recently by the 
Holy Father in a speech to the Italian Con- 
federation of Commerce. 

The Holy Father praised businessmen 
and said they. were of great importance to 
Society. They must have a broad profes- 
sional training, be alert to economic de- 
velopments, foresee consumer trends and 
have an insight into consumer psychology, 
he added. 

Strong moral qualities are necessary 
for the businessman’s success, the Pope 
said. They must have courage in times of 
crisis, perseverance in overcoming their 
fears, and a willingness to try new methods 
of operation. All of these qualities, when 
put at the service of the national commun- 
ity, deserve everyone's esteem, he de- 
clared. 

To operate well, the Holy Father 
added, businessmen.must not be impeded 
by complicated regulations and restric- 
tions. They must also have honorable 
competitors who do not seek unjust privi- 
leges. 

The businessman, the Pontiff stated, 
has a right to hope that “taxes which are 
too numerous and too heavy” will not be 
imposed and “take away an excessive 
amount of the gains which he deserves.” 

No one denies, he said, the necessity 
of watchfulness on the part of public auth- 
orities, which should be to the advantage 
of both the businessman and the public. 

But, he went on, “We wish the State 
would find it possible to remain within the 
limits of its function of complementing pri- 
vate enterprise, overseeing it and, if neces- 
sary, aiding it.” Government, however, 
should not substitute itself for private en- 
terprise when the latter “acts successfully 
and usefully.” 

Businessmen, the Pope said, undoubt- 
edly want to give all social classes the 
guarantees that will preserve them from 
economic hardships. They want to protect 
jobs and salaries and provide for illness and 
other emergencies. 

In many caess,. however, the social 
security system has not succeeded in ending 
painful economic conditions and in heal- 
ing all wounds, the Pope stated. It is im- 
portant that attempts to achieve sécurity 
do not result in impeding fluid business 
operations, run the risk of killing initia- 
tive, or place such heavy restrictions on the 
employer that all his efforts are discour- 
aged. 

“Unfortunately, it is a very human 
tendency,” the Holy Father declared, “for 


one to follow the line of least resistance, to 


avoid burdens and to exempt oneself from 
them by having recourse to the support of 
Society and to live at its expense. These 
are easy solutions in which the responsi- 
bility of the individual entrenches itself 
behind the anonymity of collective So- 
ciety.” 

The Pope called attention to the temp- 
tations to which businessmen are subject— 
self-interest, improper procedures, and 
illicit profits. 

He warned businessmen not to forget 
the permanent and essential values of the 
spiritual order, which “remain the only 
ones which can save modern civilization.”

He 
called his shots as he saw them, Because 
of his honesty and skill, his readers be- 
came more selective of their viewing fare 
and indirectly the moviemakers benefit- 
ted, for he praised the good as well as 
scoring the bad.

Courting Trouble in Marriage 


Before You Separate 


In the face of what appear to be 
insuperable marriage problems of the 
most serious nature, the Roman Cath- 
olic Church may permit limited di- 
yorce. Limited divorce is better ex- 
plained as separation from bed and 
board. It does not give separated in- 
dividuals the right to remarry while 
the other spouse lives. This would 
constitute severance of the marital 
bond and the Church has no power to 
do this. “What God hath joined to- 
gether, let no man put asunder” are 
the words of Our Lord as applicable 
today as they were two. thousand 
years ago. Such separations can be 
obtained only with ecclesiastical ap- 
proval after careful investigation of 
the facts has been made. They are 
not common but some Catholics do 
ultimately apply for this type of ad- 
justment to marital discord. It is a 
last resort and those who plan to take 
it ought to reflect seriously on the al- 
most inevitable consequences. 

The social consequences of limit- 
ed divorce must be based largely on 
studies of those who have obtained 
absolute divorces. While there is 
some similarity between the two 
types, there are also grave differences. 
For. the sincere Catholic there is al- 
ways the striking realization that he 
has failed in the vocation to which 
God called him. Even the innocent 
party, if either party is ever entirely 
innocent, realizes that usually both 
must now live under severe social, 
economic and psychological handi- 
caps. No matter how bad a marriage 


may have been, it is unlikely that it. 


did not have some, compensations. As 
few as these compensations may have 
been, they too will be lost. 


Ir is a lonely life usually 
crowded with regrets and feelings of 
guilt. The separated man or woman is 
a fifth wheel at mixed social gather- 
ings. Husbands eventually become 
bitter over payments made even in 
support of children. Wives inevitably 
worry whether such payments will be 
made promptly and regularly. Chil- 
dren may be better off without the 
kind of father or mother they had, 
but even if this is true, they will ask 
questions about it. If they don’t, 
their companions will. The death fic- 
tion may operate successfully for a 
time with young children. Ultimately 
they may either encounter’ their 
reputedly dead father or mother, or 
others tell them the truth. 

What is the reaction of the di- 
vorced to their marriage breakup? 
One sociologist, who had obtained an

absolute divorce himself, compared it 
to bereavement. He said that shock 
and numbness were experienced at the 
loss of a spouse. There is a tendency 
for former habits to continue and the 
adjustment to the new state is a very 
gradual one. Years ago a divorced 
man writing in a popular magazine 
said that divorce with merciless irony 
had put out the fire in the fireplace 
and taken his little boy and girl away. 
The house, once so cheerful with 
shouts and laughter of his children, 
had become a place uninhabitable and 
unendurable. His divoree broke his 
pride and his spirit. and undermined 
his ambition. Studies of divorced per- 
sons invariably reveal, even years 
after the divorce, that at least one of 
the two parties would not do it again, 
if life could be lived over. 


1) IVORCEES who are childless 
attemp to escape into anonymity. 
They tend to live in apartment houses 
in large cities, preferably cities in 
which they did not formerly live and 
among people who know nothing of 
their past. A sociologist investigating 
reactions of divorced women met with 
angry rebuffs. Most of them demand- 
ed to be let alone and begged that 
their divorced status should not be 
publicly revealed. Naturally it wasn’t, 
but from a psychological viewpoint, it 
seems that divorce is such a trauma 
that those involved try to kill the 
memory of it. 

Divorce or separation never in- 
volves merely two people whether 
there are children or not. Families on 
both sides and friends are likewise 
caught up in the problem. For exam- 
ple, the separated spouses at first seek 
both sympathy and justification for 
their act. Mutual friends of the for- 
mer spouses are thus lined up as allies 
or enemies. They are asked, urged, in 
fact Ordered to take sides. If they fail 
to do so, both former spouses are hurt. 
If they do, one is offended, the other 
happy. Children become a pawn of 
their parents. Each may now try to 
hurt the other through the children. 
If custody is divided so that one par- 
ent has the children part of the year, 
the other the rest, children become es- 
plonage agents for each parent. On 
the other hand, each parent tries to 
outdo the other in showering gifts 
upon the youngsters to enlist their 
love and sympathy. They become 
overaffectionate, doting parents, all 
ultimately at the cost of the children’s 
rearing. Those readers who may con- 
sider these illustrations extreme, 
should read case histories of the di-

Hk ORTUNATELY, relatively fey 
Catholics are involved in separating 
and even fewer in divorce. Ye, 
Catholics should bot! know and un 
derstand the ultimate results of eithe 
type of marriage breakup. Most wi 
never face these crises but only a fa 
will fail to encounter them amo 
relatives ox. friends at least once ; 
their lives. Certain marriage counsq 
ors in newspapers and magazina 
seem to recommend divorce athe 
readily as a solution to certain marit 
problems. There are cases where sep 
aration may be the only kind ¢ 
answer ‘to a problem, but it is doubt 
ful if it can very often be considered 
solution. Not infrequently it raises; 
many and as severe types of problem 
as it is reputedly believed to solve. 

If any reader should be consulta 
by friends or relatives about a pr 
posed separation, then the dreadfy 
consequences of this action ought 
be faced realistically before anothe 
move is made. People in trouble a 
so upset emotionally and even physi 
cally that they can look only att 
immediate problem. They fail to x 
the long range results. The outsider 
who is consulted, can perform a re 
service in this instance, if he know 
the problems that probably follo 
separation. 

There is a positive approach t 
this difficulty and some dioceses hay 
moved toward it. There is a real nee 
for top flight Catholic marria 
councils to which pastors can rele 
couples if the matter seems beyol 
them. Today marriage counseling 
ceased to be a one man job, at le 
in the really difficult cases of adjust 
ment. Priests, lawyers, physicial

, Naruratty. the psychiatrists who 
testified before the subcommittee could not 
agree with Mr. Roth’s contention. Dr. 
George W. Henry, professor of clinical 
ental at Cornell University College of 

edicine, testified that there is a growing 
tendency today toward sex deviations, that 
the adolescent age is most susceptible to 
deviation, and that nobody could arrive 
at these various deviations unless they had 
some training along this line, 

Dr. Benjamin Karpman, chief psycho- 
therapist at St. Elizabeth’s hospital in 
Washington, D.C., told the subcommittee 
that perfectly normal, healthy boys or girls, 
if exposed to pornographic literature, could 
thereby develop into homosexuals or could 
otherwise “crystallize their habits for the 
rest of their lives.” 

Father Daniel Egan, a Franciscan 

riest, also appeared before the subcommit- 
ee. He testified that “‘no normal teen-ager 
today could leok at this unless he has ice 
water in his veins. If he has real blood 
he couldn’t possibly look at this without 
showing some effect in other ways. A boy 
looks at this, shows it to his girl friend. 
They go to a show together and things are 
bound to happen. 

“J don’t think,” Father Egan contin- 
ued, “that the average person is aware of 
this one fact, that whereas if a man were 
to sell one teen-ager one marihuana, that 
marihuana will affect this one teen-ager. 
But one piece of this pornographic material 
allowed to circulate through one classroom 
or one school can do harm that we can't 
estimate.”

The pilgrimage group of nearly 70 people left 
Chicago on schedule. Father Zimmerman, Diocesan Direc- 
tor of the Fort Wayne Catholic Young Adults was spiritual 
leader of the pilgrimage. It was his group which originated 
the idea of a young people’s pilgrimage, eventually inviting 
other similar groups around the country to come along. 
Young people from some twenty states were represented. 

Arriving in Mexico City, we soon joined up with every- 
one. Precluding the fact that a number had found it neces- 
sary to “rest” out certain portions of the schedule, everyone 
was in excellent spirits. 

Incidentally, we were happy to meet three people who 
had been with us on an OSV European pilgrimage. It was 
3 real pleasure to see them and to know that their experi- 
ences on a former OSV spiritual tour had prompted them 
to come along on this one. 

At the risk of inferring that we are having some kind 
of an “old home week” here, it was an added lift to meet 
up with a group of seminarians who contrived to get to 
Mexico at the time of the pilgrimage’s arrival. Jim Fink, 
son of OSV’s managing editor, and three of his friends were 
on hand when we arrived and have been highly interested 
in following some of the inter-American Catholic Action 
plans scheduled for the CYA section of this pilgrimage. As 
future priests in a coming age when more and more em- 
phasis will be placed upon the solidarity of this hemis- 
phere, the conferences which they have been attending 
with us will be of great benefit to them. 


Hor instance, this morning we were received by 
His Excellency, The Most Rev. Miguel Miranda, Archbishop 
of Mexico City. We gave His Excellency a report on what 
was being planned for the spiritual care of thousands of 
Mexican and Latin American students now in the United 
States. 

He was most gratified to know of these plans and ex- 
tended us every encouragement for a continuance of our 
efforts. 

During our conference Ray Gondel, Diocesan President 
of the Fort Wayne CYA, sponsoring group of the pilgrim- 
age, told the Archbishop that one of the main reasons for 
the pilgrimage was to acquaint our American Catholic 
youth with the youth of Mexico and Latin America. 

This too pleased the Archbishop and he responded with 
warm words of welcome to our American Catholic youth 
group. All of us came away much heartened by the visit 
with this magnificent Mexican churchman. We look for- 
ward to the opportunity of working with him on many 
future occasions, 

Another important meeting for the American youth 
group is being planned for the latter part of this week, just 
before our departure back home. The Buena Prensa, lead- 
ing Mexican and Latin American publication, has offered to 
host an informal gathering between our group and rep- 
resentatives of a number of Mexican Catholic Action youth 
Organizations, 

The purpose here is to foster and exchange ideas be- 
‘ween Latin American youth and our own, also to consider 
mutual problems. We will have much to -«zort to you on 
this meeting later on. 

But with all this, the most important reason for our 
coming to Mexico is still in the offing. By the time you read 
this we will have joined thousands of other pilgrims to 
do honor to Our Lady at the Shrine of Our Lady of Gua- 
dalupe on the Feast of the Assumption. This, we will tell 
you about in another column but I know I can safely pre- 
dict the tremendous spiritual inspiration which will come 
o these fine young American Catholics as they kneel with 
their brother Latin American Catholics before the miracu- 
lous picture on Juan Diego’s cape. We will attend a Solemn 
Pontifical High Mass at the Shrine on Wednesday and the 
following day, Thursday we hope to have our own pil- 
grimage Mass there.

One True Church, established by Christ, 
guided by the Holy Ghost. 


This isn’t a statement for the wish- 
washy. This is a positive statement that is 
either true or is not true. It demands to 
be believed or disbelieved. If it is not true 
then the Catholic Church isn’t just another 
Church, to be accepted as a pleasant society 
of good people. If it is not true then it is 
opposed to the will of God for God can not 
look with favor on that which is false. But 
if it is true then it is imperative that men 
seek to be united to this Church. 


I believe absolutely it is true and I be- 

lieve that any man who seriously studies 
the claims of the Church, searching with 
an open mind and praying the grace of 
God, will wind up as I did, a member of 
the Catholic Church. 


But before men begin to study I think 
they have to be shocked out of this illogi- 
cal open-mindedness, an open-mindedness 
so open that everything goes in and comes 
out again. It is absurd to say that groups 
that believe contradictory things are all 
equally pleasing to God for God is truth 
and is satisfied with nothing less than truth 
and contradictory beliefs can not be equally 
true. 


For those readers who are not Catho- 
lics — and I know by my mail they are 
many — I’m not asking here that you ac- 
cept the claims of the Catholic Church as 
true. That should be the subject of serious 
study and serious prayer. I’m just asking 
that you realize that when the Catholic 
Church says this is the Church establishd 
by Christ and guided by the Holy Ghost, 
this is not a matter for indifference, this 
is something that is either true or not true 
and because it is a matter that involves 
your immortal soul, it is something you 
ought to do something about. 


Along about here there are bound to 
be some Catholics who think I’m making 
the Church sound mighty intolerant. That 
isn’t so. Truth is intolerant of, error and 
so truth insists on being believed but the 
Church’s attitude towards those who do not 
believe is one of understanding. All of us 
know how many good and sincere. people, 
people who love Christ with all their 
hearts, there are outside of the Church. 
Catholics can and must respect their sin- 
cerity but Catholics can not allow this re- 
spect for their sincerity to lead them to a 
place where they act as though truth does 
not matter.
